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Committee Considers 
Curriculum Changes 


in the drawing room of Punchard school with | School Board Discusses Possibility of Dropping Some 
High School Subjects—Miss Fitzhenry Ap-

The possibility of a change in the curricu- 
lum of our public schools was foreshadowed 
Tuesday evening when in the first school 
committee meeting of the present year the 
board discussed dropping some of the more 
cultural subjects and substituting such 
courses as typing and bookkeeping. Dr. 
Nathaniel Stowers breached the subject by 
suggesting that the sub-committee on cur- 
riculum might conduct a study into possible 
changes in the courses. Dr. Stowers felt that 
Spanish in particular could well be dropped, 
and he added that he felt that German and 
French might also be of doubtful value. Mrs. 
Ralph N. C Barnes for the sub-committee 
stated that.they would be glad to look into 
the curriculum. ° 

The committee accepted the resignation of 
Miss Grace Hill with regrets, and appointed 
Miss Jane Fitzhenry principal in her stead 
| Miss Hill retired in July after over 34 years’ 
service to the town. The sub-commit on 
| teachers is sending her a letter of appreciation 
| for her splendid work in the Andover schools. 
At the meeting Tuesday evening Superin- 
tendent Sanborn paid her a fine tribute for 
her faithful service. 

Miss Fitzhenry has been on the local 
teaching staff since 1929. 

The question of the milk supply for the 
students this year was brought up by William 
A. Doherty, who suggested that only dealers 
producing milk locally be considered. Dr. 
Stowers stated that some dealers were selling 
milk that was brought in from Vermont's 
excess supply at a cost which the local pro- 
ducers bull not meet. The matter was re- 
ferred to the advisory committee which may 
bring in bids at the next meeting. In the 
meantime the Shawsheen Dairy is being 
asked to continue supplying the milk at the 
same figure as last year. 

The bus route in West Andover is being 
extended because of a state law which re- 
quires that transportation be furnished those 
who live more than a mile from the bus line. 
Some children on the River road live more 
than two miles from the nearest bus stop. 

The superintendent reported that the 
enrollment would be close to 1600 on Monday 
while the high school enrollment alone is 
about 490, 

Mrs. Edith Donald, teacher of the third 
grade at the Shawsheen school, recently 
underwent a serious operation. Mrs. Lena 
Dodson is taking her place. 

The committee left with Mr. Sanborn and 
Miss Putnam the question of athletics for the 
Junior high school with the stipulation that 
no more be spent than last year. The superin- 
tendent is also to make temporary appoint- 
ments for the lunch-hours, subject to the 
approval of the committee at the next 
meeting. 

T. P. Kelly, treasurer of the Shawsheen

Doherty and Stowers of the schocl board 
yesterday, stating that the milk supplied b: 
the Dairy has been produced in North 
Andover and not in Vermont as was implied 
at Tuesday's meeting.

I have just finished reading the discussion 
of the milk contract for the Andover schools 
for the coming year by the Andover School 
Committee at their meeting Tuesday eve 
ning, September 4, as reported in the Law- 
rence Evening Tribune. 

We want you to know that we endorse in 
part the talk given by Harvey G. Turner 
before the Andover Service Club at the Wild- 
wood Inn last winter, namely, that locally 
produced milk should be bought for the 
local schools in preference to out of state 
milk. 

On the other hand, we do not agree with 
Mr. Turner if he tries to convey the impres- 
sion to any Service clubs or organizations 
that the Shawsheen Dairy is furnishing 
Vermont milk to the Andover schools, be- 
cause such a statement would be contrary to
